EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 12-14, 17, 20 and 22-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 12-14, 17, 20 and 22-25, the prior art of record neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious all the limitations of the base claims 20 and 22, 
including: wherein the active layer is doped with a second n-dopant different from the 
first n-dopant, which is doped in the n-doped confinement layer; and wherein the first

waveguide layer, disposed between the active layer and the n-doped confinement layer, 
comprises a single layer that is doped with the second n-dopant and adjoins the active 
layer. Claims 12-14 and 17 depend from claim 20 and claims 23-25 depend from 22, 
and thus, these claims are also allowed for the same reasons.
